THE HARRIS MURDER. 

Acquittal uf V^ound aud Lee and Arrest ot 
Orawforil. 

Nkw Westminstkii, May 10. 
Tho Queen "vgiiinst Freuiid and Leo, for 
murder, was coiichiile,! at 12 o'clock last 
night and resulted in their acipiittal. iMr. 
Bole defended. Cr.awford, the principal 
witness for the crown, was immediately 
arrested for the murder and is now in gaol.

It was 
Crawford wh,i gsve evidence that he had 
overheard Freund and Leo talking about 
the murder, but which evidence at tho 
time was thuirght to be tiiaoi, Sua^picion 
has rested oil Crawford fot soihe tinio and 
lie was carefully watched. What now 
evidence is foi-thcinning ' is not yet msdo 
public. . ^ 

• THE EOSENFEIiD'CASE. - 

A Hard Fought Sultr-FindinBS and Jndti;ni«nt 
of tlie Court— Brief nistory of a 
Notable Case. 

The case of .T. G. B.iker et al. , owners 
of tlie ship .lohn Uosonfckl, says tho 
Seattle I'inies, against the tug Tacoma has 
at last come to a close in tlio district 
court, tho court having found in favor of 
tho libellants in the sum of ;g 12,500 with 
costs amounting tu about $2,600. Tho 
libel was for $125,000, but the value of 
the tug was tlie utmost that could bo re- 
alized and early in the case she was ap- 
praised and bonded for jf24,000. 

On the morning of Fobniaiy 19, 1880, 
the tug Tacoma towed the ship Ro.sonfeld 
l.ideii witli coal on uii unknown rock in 
the tiulf of Georgia in tho vicinity of 
East Point. 

Tho tug was immediately dispatched to 
Townsend for asaisUiiico in the shajio of 
puniiiH, lighters, tugs, etx;.. but on its re- 
turn to the 3ceiie of tho disaster tho shii) 
was found to be slightly on her side and 
abandoned by her master. In this posi- 
tion she remained for over u year, rising 
and falling with tho tide. 

No ellbrt was made after the lir.st day 
by Captiiin Baker In get her oil", but she 
was inlvertised for .sale on March 23d, four 
days after tho accident occurred. 

In this the court found that Captaui 
Baker "recklessly abandoned hor and 
commenced to wreck her without cause, us 
the ship at that time was but slightly in- 
jured and could have been rescuofl at com- 
paratively small expense." 

The case has been a hard-fought one, 
the testimony originally having taken 
twenty days before Judge Greeno, who 
on account of other business having pre- 
cedence was unable to render a decision, 
and the reading of the same occupied ten 
days. The argument lasted over live 
days, when tho 2,200 pages of testimony 
were ctirefiilly reviewed. 

Messrs. Burke & llaller, jiroetors for 
libellants, have given notice of a motion 
for re-hearhig and undoubtedly v* ill ,ip- 
])eal the case if the damages allowed aro 
not increased on tho re-hearing. 

Tho court in granting the damages to 
tho amount of .?12,ri(K) coiisidorod that 
that would have been tho cost of getting 
the ship oil", dry docking and repairing 
hor, but would aUow no further damages, 
though tho vessel is a total loss to lier 
owners, owing to the.voluutary abandon- 
ment of the ship by Oapt. Baker no soon 
iiftor tho collision. 



COLUMBIA RIVER. 

Tho Movement In Salmon this Hbsboe- Nearly 
tho Whole Heaiiim's I'liek I'lact^d. 

The iSan Fraiici.sco (Iriictr, in an article 
headed "'i'he movomont in salmon tliis 
season," states that tho position of the 
salmon market, as far as Columbia rivur 
is concerned, shows great strength. Tho 
"bullish" feeling has been increased by 
the failure to date of tho Sacramento riv- 
er pack. There has been a feeling from 
the lirst that early lisli would bu very de- 
sirable, both Sacramento rivor, and 
Columbia river, owing to the lim- 
ited BUjiplies in tho eastern market 
and demand for early siii])nionts fortlroat 
Britain. As the chances for obtaiping 
fish from tho Sacramento river diminiflh, 
the atteni ion of buj urs is turned to tlie 
Ciilumbia river. I'p to a week ago thero 
had been .'i ditcided lull in the situation 
and the demand had fallon oil'. It was 
contended by many who have experience 
in ualuion that this was but a breathing 
Hiiell and that a second demand would 
come. This belief has proven true, and 
during tho last wook renewed activity is 
observabhj in tho market. Tho desire to 
purchase has been Htimulated by the rul 
ing of tho inter-slate coiuniissionors, siih 
pending for suvonty-llvo days tho long and 
short hiuil clause of tho intor-Htatu coin 
morce act,

: HARBOR IMPROVKMENTS. 

Plans for the inii.rovonient of the hur- 
bor in acconlimco with tlio dosiro of Sir 
Hector Langevin ha boon submitted to 
'.the Board of Trade and accepted, and 
' will be forwarded to our repreaentiitivcs 
at Ottawa at once. These comprise a 
general system of doopoiiiiig and dredging 
the harbor. All tliu rocks will Iio blastod 
out aiulDrcdgor Itock still furthor lowered. 
An anchorage will bo provided for olF 
Sayward's, and tho entire inner harbor 
made navigable forvossols of large draught. 
It is believed that these will cover the 
ground and will coniniond tlioiiisolroa to 
the Minister of I'ul)lic Works. They will 
bo ill tlui iiiiinl.s of .Mussi'.s. Hakor and 
Sh:ike.4]u;;iro in ii few da3's and wo may 
conliiioiitly look forw.ii'.l to an appropria- 
tion, ,f,'il l'c,-\Hi!;<l,')0,()()0. This is a work that 
is i\b.s'ilutoly (leiiiiuulod and cannot bo bo- 
gun too soiiii. L)Ui iii!,' tho last campaign tho 
cry w;iM, "What 1i;ih the govorniuoiit done 
for \"ict(iria /" lioro is an opjiortunity 
all'nnk'il tho adininiatralion to show that 
it in willing to uiete oiit to this city a fair 
measure of justice. Our clauus are not 
uureasunablo, and there will be very great 
disappuiutinout if they are not met in a 
liberal spirit. 

THE (X)AL MINK OASUAIvTY. 

Nearly all our exchanges refer editori- 
ally tt) the terrible disaster at Nanaimo. 
Perhaps the moat valued, since it contains 
many exeellent suggestions, is that from 
the San Francisco Chnmiclc: Such hor- 
rors, it says, while not uncoiinnon in tho 
co.'il iiniio.suf Kuglaiid ,-uul other countries, 
liavo soldi nil hiippouoil on our coast, for 
the reason that the muies luive not been 
Bunk.to a great depth and the fire-damp 
has not generated in suGBcient quantities 
to bo a source of danger. fJut as the 
workings go deeper ^oul deeper the dan- 
ger is constiintly increasing and tho neces- 
sity for incroasod c;we and vigilance bo- 
coming all tho time greater. Fire-damp, 
as it is genendly called, is a light carbur- 
etted hydrogen gas. and when mixed with 
four to twelve times its volume of atmos- 
pheric air is highly explosive; but when 
the proportion is uliovo or below those 
limits it is inllaiiiiiialjio. Thus it will be 
seen that (ire-damj) is a source of dual 
danger in a mine — explosion and lire— 
and it is rare tliat une uf tlieso occurs 
witliout the otlior. But tliia fire-damp is 
not explosive of itself, any more than gun- 
powder. It re(|uiros liie ajiplication of 
ho;iL to make il eitlier liurii or oxplrulo, 
and it is entirely safe to say that tliis 
Kauaimo explosioa-aud lire was caused by 
a naked iianie of some kind, either a 
mat<;h or an open lamp, or 8omethin<r of 
tho sort; and it, is probable*, judging. from 
■• the long o.\|)orionco of similar casualties, 
that this frigliti'ui .uiiiir wiis causod by the 
carijloBsiiess or olist iii.icy ol t>oiuo minor or 
person coiiiiecied with tho mino, who 
would persist in i;x[)o8ing tlio liaiiio of his 
lamp in tho prosenco ol cho doailly gas. 
It ia absolutely certain that with tho 
safety-lamp invented by Sir llumphroy 
Davy, one of tlio gmatest mid most usofiil 
inventions the world Iih.i over seen, tlioro 
can bo no d.ingor from tiro-diiiiip; liut 
miners become careless iruiw long acquain- 
tance with the dangers of coal mining ami 
in a thoughtless moment expose an un- 
guarded tlamo and tho mi.'icliiof is doiio. 
Such dis:».ster.s UM I hi.', .sliould ini|)res.s the 
necessity for the most, oxLromo caro and 
caution, and a strict obedience to the rule 
of every coal luiiio agfiinst opening a lamp 
while below groiuid. No one can be too 
careful in the presence of the unsoon 
enemy, nor take too many precautions to 
avoid such caiasl.rophos as tliiii. The 
most lieartfolt rtoriow and synipatliy aro 
duo to tho widows and cu-phans of those 
whom this aad disaster has bereft, i^oath 
and bereavement are hard to bo borne 
under any circumstances, but the linger- 
ing dread and anxiety, the hoping against 
hope, tiie knowledge that human efl'orts 
may bo iinavailiM'_' to h.-ivo those iiii[iiiH- 
oneil below tho ^;i-oun(l, increase l.lie pang 
tenfold, for lhc;y Horrow a.s tlione without 
hojie. 

TJIE TUUiXDERER'S OOMMl^N'T,

Itall'ords 
a valuable aitiU-]iati\o to two existing 
rcaitos to till! f.a.Hi ii\d iho advantages of- 
fered in case ol' wi.r \vith a maritime pow- 
or were simply iuo it iiu.-ible. Tho scheiuo 
al.io invoUcs tlio po.s3il>ilit y of tolograjiiiic 
communication with eastern possessions 
lying wholly williiii iiritish territory anil 
tho coiit-r4il and iriip(ji'laiice of tho sug- 
gested Canadian louio iloes not depend 
B<dely on eontingoncijs of war. It is of 
great; ootnmeFoiaHmportance.. These ad- 
vantkgbs' need d6veIoJ)ment,' and while, 
cominorcially, tho rmito might not p-ovo 
roiuimerat ivu, the pu.st ollico departiiiunt 
ivoiild bo idacoil in a favorable position 
to make more advantageous terms for tho 
conveyance of mails through to Suez Canal. 
Tlie Tivies ia glad to find tho govornmcnt 
inclined to give tho proposal attentive 
cohaidenktion for a strong primn facie 
caso is iiiadi! out. it would forge a ni!W 
link between tlio I nited Kingdom and 
Canada, than which no incjro important 
result can be obtained. 

The Daily Chrunldc says that in tho 
ovent of complieationa in Europe aliecting 
Uif) 8a&^ Oanal>,a freo.xoute through Can- 
ada would bo an acquisition of incalcul- 
able value. < )n comiiiorcial grounds alone 
tho lu'ojio.snl ought to iio encouraged and 
tho opjiortunity not allowed toescape.

'V IN EGYPT. 
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OBted in Egypt with Great Britain, if they 
have not all, aa have !Italy and Austria, 
actively co-uperatod in the task, at all 
events do not seem to have been obstruc- 
tive. The aid wanting to tho philanthro- 
pic undertaking, which would have been 
most valued, is tho sympathy of public 
Egyi)tian opinion. Sir Evelyn and Col- 
onel Sohaofer admit the cause of emanci- 
pation has failed to secure that. Natives, 
Colonel Schaefer laments, do not look on 
slave-doaling as a crime. Instead of giv- 
ing evidence against oll'endors, they prac- 
tise "a kind of freoiu.i.sonry against tho 
slavery dojiartnient. " Sir l']volyn re- 
marks that the measures for tho aliolition 
of slavery are " certainly unjiopular 
in Egypt," notwithstanding tho ef- 
fiu'ts of the Khe<livc. Ho sol- 
emnly atlirms that any relaxation in tho 
Btriigglo for liberation would soon infuse 
into slavery now life. An Oriental has 
no instinct against slavery, and MaluJiue- 
danisiii sanctions it. In these circum- 
stances tho friends of oniaiiciiiatj^m migiit 
almost despair, in spite of tho success at- 
tained by English ollicials. It might' be 
apprehended that the remniiut of domes, 
tic slavery which could not without tyran- 
ny bo uprooted will be sure to discover 
some day its opportunity, and rosuiiio its 
sway as an indigenous institution. This 
is not tho view of Sir l']volyn Itaring and 
C(donol Schaofor. Tlioj' coiuider slavery 
is moribund in Egypt, originally doubtless 
in consequence of the attack upon it by 
Western civilization, but finally and ])er- 
iiianontlj' from the exporieiice of slave- 
owners that "froo Labor is cheapor and far 
loss troublesome than slave, ialiiu. " l^gyi>- 
tians might never have arrived at tlio 
knowledge without the gentle viidenco that 
has rendered their possession of slaves vex- 
atious and precarious. The destruction ol 
the charm of irresiionsiblodeaiiotism within 
their doors, and tho intrusion of a ooii- 
.sciousnoss that their animated chattels 
can ajipeal elsewhere for liberty and 
against oppression, and may in no event 
bo recruited by fresh supplies ' from out 
side, wore necessary to wean rheni from 
tho habit of regarding .sla\ es :i« ]iart of 
tho ordinary furniture of pidH|ieri.n.M life. 
Having, Lliougli under eompidsion, tried 
existonco without aeie.s.s to the re.Mourci's 
of a slave market, they are hardly likely 
to recur to a system both compromisuig 
and expensive. If British ascendency in 
Egypt had no other oH'oct than tlu' down- 
fall of slavery thure a.i a douuuant .auil 
living institution, it could not be .said t(j 
have boon piirposolo.s.s or fulilo. .Aiuiil 
all tho errors couuuittcd by or charged 
against British policy on the Nile, back- 
wardness or hesitation in this is not to bo 
reckoned. England has held steadily up 
the standard of oiuanciiiation, and the 
facts of the decline of douu^stie Mgyplian 
slavery and tho annihilation of tho Hgyj)- 
tian slave trade show that humanity and 
Egypt are beginning to reap tho fruits.

The question simply is, how large a 
ship a dock of those dimensiruis can ac- 
comniodato. One 410 foot on tho koid, 
or 43.0 foot t.vnr all, is belio\'ed to bo tho 
largest, and the belief is founded on ex- 
perience and on fact,

out this and to show that tho Es(|uim.ilt 
dock is not what tho people of Uritish 
Columbia have ]iaid for.

It has boon tho endeavor of 
her iiersecntors to bring her again 
into a life uf sliamo, and boforo hor 
arrest in Now Wostmiiister she was do- 
tainod in a house for two weeks agaiiuit 
hor will and all sorts of throats and in- 
ducomonta used to get hor oonsont. Fow 
Far is .an intelligent Woman, and very 
deleiiuined .and plucky. Tile latter was 
liiiived the iil.lier day when she walked 
through Chinatown in her new style 
ot clothes, accoiup.-inied hy .Sergeant .Shop- 
liord and a Clunamaii. Tho hitter became 
frightened at tho angi^ oxpressioiiB of tlio 
Chinese rabble that Hocked around, 
the woui.in cjirried herself with coolness 
t broiejiout. .Shi^ .sjiy.'* she is going to call 
at the liuuso where hor clothing ia and 
t^ike it away without the assistance of t he 
police. 

The case is another evidence of the ex 
liemes 111 which t he t'liiiiese will g. i in bid 
ding ileli.inco to the law, and when it suits 
Ihciii, endeavoring to uso tho channels of 
justice as a means whereby to accomplish 
thoir nefarious ends.

Capt. Warren's atoam schnonor Dolphin 
and sailing schooner W. P. Sayward, and 
the American schooner City of San Diego 
arrived in the harborlyeBteida^: from the 
sealing grounds. Tho Dolphin brought 
300 skins, and also 250 skina from tho 
schooner Pathlindor, for Carno A Munsio; 
the W. P. Sayword'a catch is 400, and 
that of tho City of San Diego 250. They 
report tho British schooner Ponelopo, 
Capt. Miner, with the largest catch of tho 
season, .:^,^andvthe' 'captem Bays ho will 
not bo in until it is i.OOi). Tho Vandor- 
bilt ia reported to have 240 seals. All 
tho schooiiors report tho roughest kind of 
woatlior, which has intorforod with tho 
catch, and has also resulted in the drown- 
ing of oiie man and probable loss of throe 
others. 

: On.the.l2th March, .while one of the 
boats' of "tho City of Sah Diego was hunt- 
ing about half a milo from tho voasel, 
which was then oif Point Roynor, a Bijunll 
atruck and caiisized it.
